In response to your letter of the 25th, I beg to 
advise that the only thing which in any sensé approaches the 
need you describe in your letter is the J. W. Scott Standard 
Coin Catalogues, which I think you can procure from Mr. R. 
Kohler, 70 Fifth Avenue, New York City. These are far from 
being fully satisfactory, but they do have considefable value 
in enabling one to identify the coins. Condition and minute 
variations in the pieces so affect their market value that 
it is impossible to arrive at this from book descriptions.

I want to thank you for your kind letter of the third. It had 
occurred to me that the war and the changes of government resulting 
therefrom must have an influence on the prices of coins, and I am glad 
to have that idea confirmed. : 

I realize of course that the worn condition of the piece 
would of course affect the price. What I had in mind when I wrote 
you first was something in the nature of a catalogue of which we have 
a copy. Tt was put out by some dealer in Philadelphia in 1892 and save 
prices of different pieces in three columns "Fair, Good, Uncirculated.” 
It covered United States, English, French and German money. I did not 
know enough about the market in coins, having spent all my time in the 
subject in using them as historical documents and in classifying them, 
to know whether this was a common thing or not. I realize now from 
your letters that my finding this catalogue was probably a mere chance. 
I have the book upstairs and will get it and add the dealer's name. 

I started the work in season, but first the flu hit us just at 
examination season and what with holding examinations for those who 
Were sick, and getting my own students up to the Line whén they were 
ill my time just went, and then they called in tbe report a month early.
